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10 Categories Cover Major Procurement 


The new fiscal year beginning next 
week will be a big procurement year for 
the Armed Forces. 

Pentagon “Exchequer” W. J. McNeil, 
the Defense Department Comptroller, 
says major procurement and production 
during the next 12 months will amount 
to almost $2.4 billion more (not counting 
$359.7 million added by the Senate) than 
the Services spent during fiscal ’55. 

More than $90 billion has been pro- 
vided for major military procurement 
during the past five fiscal years, and it is 
estimated that the current unexpended 
balance is about $30 billion, of which ap- 
proximately $11 billion is still unobli- 
gated. 





This means, according to Mr. McNeil, 
that a total of about $21 billion will be 
available for obligation during fiscal ’56 
and a little over $39 billion will be avail- 
able for expenditure.

AF Urges Supersonic Fighter Speed-Up; 
May Require Additional Procurement Funds 


The Air Force, on the eve of the new 
fiscal year, has disclosed that it wants 
to step up production on the supersonic 
McDonnell F-101 Voodoo and the Lock- 
heed F-104 fighters. 

It is possible that this action will re- 
quire additional funds for aircraft pro- 
curement beyond the decision to add 
$356,000,000 for a 35 per cent increase in 
B-52 deliveries. 

General Nathan F. Twining, USAF 
Chief of Staff, has advised Air Force 
Secretary Harold E. Talbott that the 
F-101 and F-104 “are ready for volume 
production.” 

General Twining said production of the 
supersonic Convair F-102 all-weather 
fighter “is proceeding satisfactorily.” He 
siad that “further acceleration at this 
time does not appear feasible.” 

Production of the North American 
F-100 Super Sabre “is at a satisfactory 
rate,” the Chief of Staff related. 

Secretary Talbott has informed Chair- 
man Dennis Chavez (D-NM) of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Appropriations Sub- 
committee that he has recommended to 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson that 
General Twining’s proposals be adopted. 

Mr. Talbott said it was not possible 
“at this time to determine the extent to 
which additional funds may be needed 
to finance this program in fiscal year 





1956. We see some possibility,” he re- 
lated, “that all or a substantial part of 
the funds necessary to accelerate the 
fighter program can be achieved by ap- 
propriate adjustments in other areas fi- 
nanced by this appropriation.

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Hardy Committee Revises Survivor Plan; 


Widows Of Jr. Officers And EM Benefit 


Greater benefits for widows of junior 
officers and enlisted personnel are pro- 
vided in a new draft of the Survivor 
Benefits Act completed this week by the 
Hardy Committee. 

Widows of officers above the rank of 
first lieutenant would receive slightly 
less than previously proposed. 

The House Select Committee also 
made a number of minor changes in the 
plan and postponed its report on the bill 
until next week. Chairman Porter Hardy, 
jr. (D-Va) will introduce the measure 





on 28 June and will press for House con- 
sideration immediately after the 4th of 
July recess. 

As re-drafted, the bill sets VA Com- 
pensation rates for widows at $112, plus 
12 per cent of the deceased Serviceman’s 
basic pay. Earlier, the Committee had 
recommended a rate of $100, plus 15 per 
cent of basic pay. 

Veterans’ organizations urged the 
change as a means of tightening up the 
spread between the lowest enlisted grade

Senate OKs $31.8 Billion Defense Budget; 
Adds $46 Million To Marine Corps Funds 


The Senate has boosted Defense ap- | 
propriations for the new fiscal year be- | 


ginning next week to $31.8 billion, includ- 
ing a $46 million increase for the Marine 
Corps.

The uniform 
includes a choice of 
shorts or long trousers, 
a sleeveless shirt which 
can be worn with or 
without necktie, and a 
bush jacket. The pith 
helmet will be author- 
ized by local command- 
ers for tropical areas 
and will be worn with 
the same cap seal insig- 
nia worn on other mili- 
tary caps, Local com- 
manders have been 
given authority to desig- 
nate combinations of 
this uniform to be worn 
in their areas. 


AF O.K.’s Silver Tan Summer Garb, 
Bush Jacket and Shorts Authorized 


Beating Summer by two days, the Air 
Force announced on 20 June official ap- 
proval of a silver-tan hot-weather uni- 
form including a bush jacket, long and 
short trousers, short sleeve shirt and 
knee length stockings—with a pith hel- 
met optional. 

The Air Force said the new garb will 
not be mandatory until 1 July 1959, pro- 
viding an extended wear-out period for 
present khaki uniforms. 

The uniform will be available through 
Air Force sales stores in tropical and 
semi-tropical areas this Fall. 

Here are the authorized combinations 
for the silver-tan uniform: 

(1) Short trousers and knee-length 
stockings, with either the short-sleeve 
shirt (without necktie) or the bush 
jacket. 

(2) Long trousers, with 
short-sleeve shirt (without 
the bush jacket. 

(3) Long trousers, short-sleeve shirt 
(with necktie), and bush jacket. 

The Air Force said the new uniform 
may be worn at the option of the individ- 
ual as soon as it becomes available 
through normal supply or commercial 
sources. It is anticipated that this uni- 
form will be available as follows: for 
sale through AF Exchanges during the 
fall of 1955; for sale through Clothing 
Sales Stores—November 1955; for initial 
issue to new enlistees—July 1956. 

Until 30 June 1959, either the cotton 
khaki or the new summer service uniform 
may be worn; however, items of the two 
uniforms will not be mixed. 

The shade 193 summer coat and trou- 
sers combination (charmeen gabardine, 
tropical worsted in wool or dacron mix- 
tures), with the undergarment cotton, 
shade 505 shirt, and necktie, is the pre- 
scribed uniform for officers when the uni- 
form is worn off-base after duty hours or 
at an off-base social functions during duty 
hours. 

The new summer service uniform, 
shade 505, is not authorized for wear by 
officers on duty with or visiting Head- 
quarters USAF, the Joint Staff, or other 
departmental activities, and when visit- 
ing elsewhere in the Washington, D. C. 
metropolitan area. 

The long trousers, short-sleeved shirt 
(with necktie), and bush jacket combina- 
tion, however, is authorized for wear by 
airmen on duty with or visiting Head- 
quarters USAF, the Joint Staff, or other 
departmental activities and when visit- 
ing elsewhere in the Washington D. C.

INSTRUCTIONS GOVERNING THE 
WEARING OF THE NEW SUMMER 
SERVICE UNIFORM 
WEAR INSTRUCTIONS—GENERAL 
a. On-Base, during normal duty hours: 


(1) Male personnel may wear any of the 
authorized combinations when in the per- 
formance of duty. Local commanders are 
authorized to prescribe deviations from this 
provision when it is determined that a re- 
quirement exists which is in the best interest 
of the individual or the Air Force. 

(2) Commanders will prescribe the com- 
binations to be worn at formations and cere- 
monies. 

b. On-Base, after duty hours. When the 
uniform is worn on-base after duty hours, 
the combinations authorized for wear will 
be as prescribed by the installation com- 
mander. 

c. Off-Base, during normal duty hours. 
Local commanders will prescribe the com- 
binations of this uniform to be worn in the 
performance of duty or enroute to and from 
duty. 

d. Off-Base, during evening or after duty 
hours. When the uniform is worn off-base 
during the evening or after duty hours, air- 
men will wear the long trousers and bush 
jacket combination. In addition, local com- 
manders may prescribe the shirt and necktie 
(with the long trousers and bush jacket com- 
bination) for wear by airmen in metropolitan 
areas. and at social functions. 

e. Identical instructions, When several in- 
stallations are situated in the same locality, 
the commanders will establish identical in- 
structions. 

HEADWEAR 

a. The authorized service or flight cap with 
prescribed insignia is the required headwear 
for this tniform. 

b. The pith helmet may be authorized by 
the local commander for optional wear. It 
will not be made mandatory wear unless it 
is issued as organizational equipment. 

(1) The helmet will be worn only during 
daylight hours, except in tropical or semi- 
tropical zones as defined in T/A 1-21. 

(2) The presently prescribed service cap 
insignia (The U.S. Coat of Arms) will be 
worn on the pith helmet. 

INSIGNIA—GENERAL 

a. Insignia of grade will be worn by offi- 
cers on the shoulder straps of the bush jack- 
et, and on the collar of the short-sleeve shirt 
when worn as an outer garment. 

b. Chevrons will be worn by airmen on the 
sleeves as presently prescribed. 

ec. The wear of badges, decorations, service 
medals and ribbons is authorized as present- 
ly prescribed. 

d. No other insignia, except chaplain’s or 
aide’s, will be worn. 


FOOTWEAR AND BELT 
Same as presently prescribed. 











20-Year Retirement For Temp. Navy, 
Marine Officers Gains At Capitol 


Last January the Navy said the m&n- 


Twenty-year retirement legislation for 
temporary officers of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps has been approved by the 
House Armed Services ‘Committee. 

About 4,000 temporary officers are af- 
fected by the measure (HR 2112) which 
was favorably reported this week. 

A Committee amendment also would 
return officer rank and pay to approxi- 
mately 175 Fleet Reservists who reverted 
to their permanent enlisted grades upon 
retirement. Their new pay scales would 
not be made retroactive, however. 

The proposal, which now goes to the 
House floor, provides authority for tem- 
porary officers whose permanent status 
is enlisted and who have had at least 
10 years commissioned service to retire 
after 20. 


power cuts, which go into effecggbegin- 
ning next month, “will require that many 
of the temporary appointments’ will be 
terminated.” Without the new legisla- 
tion, many of the T-officers with more 
than 20 years’ service would be faced 
with the option of serving in enlisted 
grades or of transferring to the Fleet 
Reserve or Fleet Marine Corps Reserve 
in a status which would give no recogni- 
tion to their years of valuable service in 
commissioned grades. 

The plan is expected to cost about $4 
million annually for the first three years 
beginning with fiscal ’57, $3 million a year 
for the next three years and eventually 
tapering off to about $628,000 by fiscal 
1967. 





House Committee Approves Permanent 
Augmentation Program For Navy-USMC 


The Navy-Marine Corps augmentation 
bill has been favoraby reported by the 
House Armed Services Committee. 


The measure (HR 2109) gives the two 
Services permanent authority to inte- 
grate Reserve and temporary officers into 
their Regular ranks. 

A Committee amendment provides that 
officers may not be integrated in any 
rank above senior lieutenant in the Navy 
and captain in the Marine Corps. 


Last year, when the Congress ap- 
proved an extension of the temporary 
augmentation program, it was pointed 
out that Regular Navy and Marine Corps

Another new provision establishes a 
$35 supplemental payment for children 
over 18 whose Social Security entitle- 
ment has ceased and who are still in 
college. 

Except for the widows compensation, 
the other major provisions of the bill 
went unchanged. These would: 

1—Place all military personnel under 
contributory Social Security. 

2—Increase the six-months’ death gra- 
tuity minimum to $800 and lower the 
maximum to $3,000. 

3—Erase free life insurance, and 

4—Eliminate FECA benefits for Re-

Both Services said they plan to in- 
crease their Regular officer strength un- 
der the terms of the bill, but the number 
of officers to be integrated was not dis- 
closed. 

Officers permanently appointed in the 
Regular Navy or Marine Corps under the 
terms of the measure may not be ap- 
pointed to grades higher than those in 
which serving. However, such an officer 
may be temporarily appointed to a high- 
er grade appropriate to the lineal position 
assigned. 





ARMY PROMOTIONS 


The Army expects to make some 
temporary promotions to colonel, 
lieutenant colonel, major and cap- 
tain during July. As the fiscal year 
came to a close, promotions vir- 
tually were halted during June.

Subject: Recommendation for acceler-

During a recent hearing before the 
Appropriations Committee of the Sen- 
ate we disclosed that we were conduct- 
ing a review of our aircraft produc- 
tion program, The review of the fighter 
aircraft has been completed, with the 
following results: 


1. The production of our current su- 
personic fighter and figinter-bomber, 
the F-100, is at a satisfactory rate, This 
airplane is being produced in two 
sources. 


2. The production of our all-weather 
fighter, the F-102, is proceeding satis- 
factorily, but further acceleration at 
this time does not appear feasible. 


3. It is, however, both feasible and 
practical to step up production on two 
new supersonic fighter aircraft, the 
F-101 and the F-104. Flight tests re- 
cently completed indicate that these 
advanced aircraft are ready for volume 
production. 


As a result of the above, I recom- 
mend an increase in production of the 
F-101 and the F-104 aircraft in fiscal 
year 1956.

Military Earmarks $10 Billion Of Defense 
Budget For Procurement And Production | 


Almost one-third of the $31 billion De- 
fensé.budget for the new fiscal year be- 
ginning 1 July will go into major procure- 
ment and production. 


As passed by. the House, the Defense 
Appropriations measure for fiscal ’56 pro- 
vides approximately $7.7 billion for direct 
procurement. This amount was boosted 
to more than $8 billion by the Senate 
in a move which is expected to be en- 
dorsed by the House. 


The Senate added $356 million to ac- 
celerate the procurement of aircraft. 
The increased funds, the Committee said, 





will permit the Air Force “to equip its | 
heavy bomber and reconnaissance wings | 
earlier than initially planned.” 

In addition to the $8 billion for direct 
procurement, the Services will spend 
more than $1.3 billion on research and de- 
velopment and approximately the same 
amount on a new shipbuilding and con- 
version program.

Military Will Pay $650 Million To Industry 
Under Research And Development Program 


Industrial contractors will be awarded | million for nuclear propulsion of ships. Most 


half of the $1.3 billion which the mili- 
tary Services expect to spend on research 
and development in the new fiscal year 
beginning next week. 


The Pentagon Research and Develop- 
ment chief, Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense Donald A. Quarles, says, “It is 
planned that approximately 10 per cent 
of the obligations in fiscal year 1956 will 
be with universities and nonprofit insti- 
tutions, 50 per cent with industrial con- 
tractors, and 40 per cent with Govern- 
ment laboratories.” 


However, Secretary Quarles said it 
should be pointed out that a relatively 
small percentage of R&D money is spent 
for actual research and development in 
Government laboratories. Most of it, he 
said, goes into tests and evaluation. 


Here is a breakdown furnished by Mr. 
Quarles which shows where the new 
R&D obligational authority goes in fiscal 
56: 


Aircraft, $258.4 million. — This includes 
funds for devvelopment of aircraft, aircraft 
Propulsion systems, aircraft armament and 
other equipment which is an integral part 
of the aircraft. 

Guided missiles, $232.3 million.—This in- 
cludes funds for research and development 
on surface-to-surface, surface-to-air, air-to- 
surface, and air-to-air guided missiles. It in- 
cludes development of guided missile air- 
frames, propulsion systems, guidance sys- 
tems, ground handling and launching equip- 
ment. 

_ Ships and small craft, $72.5 million.—This 
includes funds for the development of new 
equipment and components for ships and 
Small marine craft, and approximately $10 





of the money in this category goes to the 
Department of the Navy. The Department 
of the Army has small amounts for design 
work on reconnaissance and assault boats as 
well as barges, towboats, and similar craft. 

Combat and support vehicles, $16.8 million, 
—This includes funds for the development 
of Army tanks, self-propelled artillery, cargo 
vehicles, as well as funds for Air Force bomb 
carriers, rescue, salvage, and other support 
vehicles. 

Artillery and other weapons, $7.5 million. 
—This includes funds for research and de- 
velopment relating to field guns, rocket 
launchers, small arms, and their supporting 
equipment but does not include ammunition. 

Ammunition, $112.3 million.—Ammunition 
includes torpedoes, depth charges, rockets, 
mortar shells, bombs, mines, and hand 
grenades; as well as conventional ammuni- 
tion for artillery, small arms, machine guns, 
and naval guns. It also includes compo- 
nents such as fuzes, propellants and ignition 
charges, and ammunition items that are 
atomic, biological, chemical, or radiological 
in character. 

Other equipment, $125.8 million.—This in- 
cludes funds for research and development 
on equipment for detection, warning, recon- 
naissance, navigation, communications and 
for miscellaneous materiel items such as car- 
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go handling and maintenance which are not 
associated with one of the other categories. 

Military sciences, $176.4 million.—This pro- 
vides funds for research and development of 
materials, components, and techniques not 
directly related to the other programs, and 
basic and applied research of general appli- 
cability to military requirements. In this 
category are included the medical programs 
of the 3 Departments, the operations, re- 
search and planning programs such as those 
of Rand, of the Air Force, Operations Re 
search Office of the Army, and Operational 
Evaluation Group of the Navy.

The Hoover Commission has recom- | 


mended that the Chiefs of Staff of the 
Army and Air Force and the Chief of 
Naval Operations be relieved of all fiscal 
responsibility. 

Reporting on budget and accounting 
procedures in the Federal Government, 
the Hoover Group urged that “comp- 


trollers in the military departments be | 


responsible only to the Secretary of their 
respective services, and that concurrent 
responsibility to a Chief of Staff or 
equivalent be discontinued.” 

The Commission said responsibility for 
fiscal control at the departmental level 
in the Army, Navy and Air Force “should 
be clear-cut and centralized in the As- 
sistant Secretary for Financial Manage- 
ment. There is no justification for mak- 
ing this a function for which the Chief 
of Staff should have responsibility.” 

The report adds, “It is an axiom in 
industry that operating officials should 
not have control over the financial rep- 
resentations which are a guide to judg- 
ing their performance. This is equally 
applicable in the Government.” 

The Commissioners also expressed a 
belief that “comptrollers in the military 
departments should be civilians.” The re- 
port recommends that “in selecting in- 
dividuals for comptrollership, civilians 
with broad management and account- 
ing experience and competence be ap- 
pointed.” 

Within the Defense Department, the 
Commission Task Force found, “there 
has been a failure to recognize the need: 
for career specialists, both civilian and

or midshipmen. The Association urges 
that it not only be extended for Acad- 
emy Service but also that service as 
cadets in the Air Force and in ROTC 
units be so credited. 

The Association likewise calls atten- 
tion to the fact that Academy service is 
credited to one who later becomes an 
enlisted man and also is credited for both 
pay and retirement to civil service em- 
ployees. In addition it should be noted 
that members of Congress, under Public 
Law 303, 83d Congress, may credit up to 
five years of active military service to- 
ward their retirement pay—and that 
such credits may include service as a 
cadet or midshipman—yet cadets or mid- 
shipment who stay in as officers may not 
count such service. 

In an editorial in “The Retired Officer” 
the Association states: 

“The introduction of H. R. 2213, by Rep- 
resentative Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), suggests 
that equal credit be granted for cadet- 
midshipman service. This is an executive 
measure, sponsored by the Defense Depart- 
ment and approved by the Bureau of the 
Budget. A companion bill, S. 1201, was in- 
troduced in the Senate February 23 by Sena- 
tor Francis Case (R-S.D.), and was referred 
to the Senate Armed Services Committee. 
The enactment of either of these bills will 
accomplish this just objective. 

“There was a day when the crediting of 


| this service might well have been question- 


able. By the Joint Service Pay Act of 1922, 
Congress required that officers thereafter 
appointed could count only active commis- 





| 


sioned service for pay purposes. Therefore, 
until 1942, there was no question of the 
Congressional intent to count only active 
commissioned service. 

“That concept was entirely altered by the 
Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, when Con- 
gress provided that all prior and subsequent 
periods of active or inactive service, includ- 
ing that in any of the Reserve components 
of the Armed Forces and in either enlisted 
or commissioned status, could be counted 
in computing service for pay purposes. But 
it failed to include active service performed 
by cadets and midshipmen. 

“Thus, all service performed in either an 
active or an inactive status by both active 
and reserve components, prior to or subse- 
quent to 1942, was authorized by the 1942 
Act to be credited for pay purposes and in 
many cases for retirement purposes as well. 

“Two sidelights indicating how far dis- 
crimination can go, which will surprise even 
those familiar with the problem, are that 
(1) service as a cadet or as a midshipman 
is credited to one who later becomes an en- 
listed man (and there are examples) and 
(2) these services are creditable for both 
pay and retirement to civil service employ- 
ees. Thus, we have the astounding situation 
that such service is creditable to everyone 
except those for whom the military status of 
cadet and midshipman exists. 

“Contrast to these phenomena the fact that 
the service of cadets and midshipmen can- 
not be credited to officers, even for pay pur- 
poses—service which is in fact fulltime, day 
to day, exacting military service, so recog- 
nized judicially and administratively through- 
out our history and, until comparatively 
recent times, by Congress itself. 

“The bill as written contemplates allow- 
ing credit only for the service performed 
by cadets and midshipmen. It does not 
allow credit for service training in the 
ROTC program. We believe the bill should 
be amended to include an appropriate credit 
for this service as well. This would provide 
additional incentives for young men to pre- 
pare for commissions in the Armed Services. 
Under present circumstances these young 
men, for the most part, do not decide to 
make military service a career. This, after 
all, is one of the aims of the ROTC program. 

“At long last the compelling reasons for 
the enactment of appropriate legislation to 


| rectify the existing undesirable situation are 


clear to all who are aware of it. The legis- 
lation should, of course, be forthwith amend- 
ed to include the service of cadets of the 
Air Force and ROTC service and be speedily 
enacted.”’

At present, there are more than 10 
types in an active service force of about 
250 destroyers. The new concept calls for 
a reduction tn the varieties of destroyers 
and associated types and the establish- 
ment of only four basic classifications— 
the Frigate (DL) class, the Destroyer 
(DD) class, the Corvette (DDC) class, and 
the Escort (DE) class. 

So far, 27 ships, falling within the four- 
type operational concept, have been 
launched or are under construction, In 
addition, appropriations for another 15 
have been passed. 

Five frigates are already in operation; 
11 Sherman class destroyers and 11 
escorts are building to join existing ships 
in their classes. The fiscal '56 shipbuild- 
ing budget, will permit the Navy to build 
six more DL’s, seven DD’s and two DE’s. 

The Navy plans that three of the six 
frigates will have guided missile ca- 
pabilities.

which effectively can be accomplished by 
an escort vessel. Since the cost of the 
new destroyer types range from about 


an ultimate saving of tax dollars by be- 
ing able to assign the ships according to 
the demands of specific missions. 

For example, during WWII, large, high- 
speed destroyers with maximum anti-air- 
craft potential were often assigned to 
duty escorting slow convoys on routes 
where the danger from air attack was 
minimum. If the new concept had been 
in existence then, ocean-going escorts 
would have been able to perform the 
anti-submarine warfare missions with 
the same degree of effectiveness. 

The development of the new destroyer 
concept—under which each of the four 
ship types is assigned to missions com- 
patible with its capabilities — does not 
mean that the Navy will lose the services 
of destroyers and related types currently 
in operation. Serviceable ships are being 
dove-tailed into the streamlined de- 
stroyer forces by the process of reconver- 
sion. 

Here are some of the particulars of 
each of the four destroyer types: 

FRIGATE (DL) TYPE—five are now in 
operation; they are the Norfolk (DL-1),

In a move to countermand Marine 
manpower cuts ordered by the President, 
the Senate has added $6 million to Ma- 
rine Corps funds for the coming fiscal 
year. 

The increase is designed to permit the 
Corps to build back up to a strength of 
215,000 from its present strength of ap- 
proximately 205,000. Under the Presi- 
dent’s plan, the Corps would drop to 
193,000 by 30 June 1956. 

Senator Stuart Symington (D-Mo), 
who led the successful fight to restore 
the Marine cutback, said the Administra- 
tion attempted to justify the cuts “on 
the basis of our air supremacy. But that 
supremacy is becoming more and more 
questionable.” 

The total Marine Corps budget ap- 
proved by the Senate is $1,142,588,309, an 
increase of $46,251,000 over the $1,096,- 
294,000 voted by the House. 

General Lemuel C, Shepherd, jr., Ma- 
rine Corps Commandant, had testified 
| that the personnel cutback would “dimin- 

ish somewhat the staying power” of Ma- 
| rine combat forces “because of reduced 
depth in personnel and supporting units.” 
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Senate Provides $1.1 Billion To Build 
Marine Corps Strength Back To 215,000 











The Marine Corps is the only Service 
which has a statutory manpower floor. 
Present law provides that the Corps shall 
consist of not less than three divisions 
and three air wings. 

The Senate voted 40-39 to give the 
Corps added money to build back to a 
strength of 215,000, and the overall De- 
fense Appropriations measure was then 
approved 80-0. The bill now goes to con- 
ference where House and Senate differ- 
ences will be ironed out. 


USMC Predicts Release 
Of 325 Reserve Officers 


It is anticipated that about 325 Ma- 
rine Reserve officers will be involuntarily 
released to inactive duty during fiscal 
years ’56 and ’57. 

These figures came to light in recent 
testimony by General Lemuel C. Shep- 
herd, jr. USMC, Marine Corps Com- 
mandant, before a military appropria- 
tions sub-committee. 

Headquarters points out, however, that 
the figure is a tentative one, since it is 
based on past experience and _ since 
it is impossible precisely to predict the 
number of active duty Reserve officers 
who will ask for extensions of their tours. 

Annual boards consider applications 
from Reserve officers serving on extend- 
ed active duty; from Reserve officers on 
inactive duty; and from Reserve officers 
who have not previously applied for ex- 
tended active duty. In making its selec- 
tions, the SWAG Board is governed by 
the needs of the Service. 

Based on past experience, Headquar- 
ters expects that 179 Reserve officers will 
be released in fiscal ’56 and 151 in fiscal 
57. A projected breakdown, by rank, for 
the two years is: FY ’56—Lt. Col., 11. 
Maj., 112, Capt., 51, and 1st Lt., five; FY 
’*57—Lt. Col., two, Maj., 20, Capt., 121 
and Ist Lt., eight.

Mitscher (DL-2), John S. McCain (DL-3),

The Norfolk, which was formerly rated 
as a light cruiser, hunter-killer ship, is 
novel to the DL class. Completed in 
March 1953, she was designed as a spe- 
cial category of anti-submarine ship ca- 
pable of operating during the most severe 
weather conditions. Weighing 5,500-tons, 
she serves as a flagship for destroyer 
screens attached to fast carrier forces and 
carries a complement of about 440 officers 
and men. Her armament includes eight 
3-inch guns, and four Mark 108 ASW 
rocket launchers; she is also equipped 
with the latest communications, radar, 
sonar and electronics gear. She is 540 
feet long and has a 54-foot beam. 

The other four DL’s are “Mitscher” 
class ships. Originally they were begun 
as DD’s but redesignated DL’s in 1951. 

The frigate is distinguished from other 
types by its elaborate electronic equip- 
ment for locating targets and transmit- 
ting information to the weapons system. 
They have ample accommodations and 
carry about 350 officers and men in peace- 
time and can comfortably berth 450 in 
wartime. This type of ship is the first 
adequate destroyer flagship and are pres- 
ently in use by flotilla commanders. The 
four “Mitscher” class DL’s are 393 feet 
long, with 50-foot beams, and displace 3,- 
650 tons. Their gun batteries consist of 
three and five inch mounts. In addition, 
they are equipped with four fixed torpedo 
tubes and two ASW rocket launchers 


with integrated fire control systems. They

are the largest destroyer types ever built. 

DESTROYER (DD) TYPE—The first of 
a new class of destroyers, the Forrest D. 
Sherman (DD-931) was launched in Feb- 
ruary and the John Paul Jones (DD-932) 
in May. A third “Sherman” class de- 
stroyer, has been designated the Barry 





(DD-933). These ships, the first of 11 be- 
ing constructed, are larger than any pre- 
vious destroyers and make extensive use 
of aluminum in their construction, in- 
cluding the entire ship’s structure above 
the main deck. The aluminum super- 
structures are more elastic than compar- 
able steel ones and assure maximum 
stability while maintaining minimum dis- 
placement. The DD’s are armed with 
three radar-controlled 5-inch and four 3- 
inch guns, homing torpedoes and other 
anti-submarine weapons. They carry 
crews of about 350, displace ahout 2,660 
tons (light), and are 418 feet long, with 
45-foot beams. Living quarters are mod- 
ern, with pleasant color schemes, and are 
air conditioned. 

CORVETTE (DDC) TYPE — It is ex- 
pected that the 2,100-ton class destroyers 
will be redesignated as corvettes. No new 
ships in this category have been built or 
are provided for in the new shipbuilding 
program. 

ESCORT (DE) TYPE — These patrol 
vessels—-11 now being built—are in the 
“Dealy” class. 

The Navy asks for two additional 
escorts in the ’56 program, Upon them 
will be a requirement for a large number 
of escorts for merchant convoys and 
slower naval forces. This new type was 
developed as a low cost prototype which 
can be mass produced in the event of to- 
tal mobilization. 

They will be armed with anti-subma- 
rine warfare weapons and have low sil- 
houettes making detection by submarines 

In addition, the “Dealy” 
class escorts mount 3-inch .50 caliber 
rapid fire guns for protection against air 
attack.

Industry in Defense. The importance of the 
United States’ great productive capacity to our 
National Security grows as time moves on. It is 
imperative that as the active manpower strength 
of our Armed Services is reduced that our de- 
fense ability be maintained by better weapons 
and by the industrial capacity to outproduce 
potential aggressors in the materials of war. 

Seven years ago, when he retired as Chief of 
Staff of the Army, General Eisenhower reported 
that the Armed Services constitute the “cutting 
edge of the national machine through which de- 
structive force would be applied against an 
enemy.” The material strength employed by the 
Armed Forces, he said, is supplied by the indus- 
trial economy of the United States, all being 
directed and coordinated by the civil government. 

While the weapons of war, the airplanes, sur- 
face and undersea vessels, and the tanks and 
artillery form the sharp cutting edges General 
Eisenhower referred to, the fact is that virtually 
all productive industry contributes to some ex- 
tent to our ability to make war and to defend 
ourselves. This is true from shoes and textiles to 
canned and packaged foods. Without them the 
soldier, sailor, airman and marine could not carry 
on their duties and the civilian worker could not 
produce the weapons of war. 

In this respect, America’s system of competi- 
tive free enterprise is our great bulwark of de- 
fense; because of it we are able to produce more, 
cheaper and better than any other nation in the 
world. It gives us higher living standards in times 
of peace and greater strength in times of war. 

One evidence of this ability to produce and com- 
petitive willingness to furnish supplies and ma- 
terials to the Armed Services is shown by the 
firms listed in THE JOURNAL’s “Procurement 
Directory,” published in this issue for the twenty- 
first consecutive year. We compliment these estab- 
lishments on their contributions to the National 
Defense and bespeak their usefulness to the pur- 
chasing officers of the Armed Services. 


The Army's Double Loss. The resignation of 
Robert T. Stevens as Secretary of the Army, to- 
gether with the forthcoming retirement of Gen- 
eral Matthew B. Ridgway as Chief of Staff, take 
from top civilian and military posts of the De- 
partment two men who have fought vigorously 
for the welfare and efficiency of the military 
establishment during a most trying and dangerous 
period. 

It should not be forgotten that it was Secretary 
Stevens who jeopardized his public career to 
maintain the rights and standing of one of his 
general officers —- Maj. Gen. Ralph Zwicker. In 
doing so, Mr. Stevens crossed swords with one of 
the most formidable men in public life, Senator 
McCarthy, at a time when there was virtually no 
one else who dared challenge him. 

During his two and a half years as Secretary, 
Mr. Stevens also fought steadily for the career 
incentives which were then very much on the 
downward path. In this effort, he worked in co- 
operation with General Ridgway who was anxi- 
ously concerned for the future of the Service. 

General Ridgway, likewise, dared to step out 
into the public limelight in expressing his views 
as to the dangers inherent in the Administration's 
reducton in the ground forces. 

Neither of these leaders has been of the flashy 
or spectacular type of public official, but they 
both worked hard and conscientiously for the 
Service and the welfare of those in it. 


The JCS Chairman's Home. The Defense 
Department should waste no time in completing 
planning and starting construction of a residence 
for the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
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once Congress has voted the necessary funds. As 
the senior ranking officer on active duty, with 
demanding around-the-clock military responsi- 
bilities and protocol obligations to be host for 
visiting dignitaries, the JCS chairman requires 
accommodations appropriate to his high office. 
At the present time, no such living quarters are 
available, a fact which has prompted the Armed 
Services Committees to authorize construction of 
a JCS Chairman’s home at the U. S. Naval Ob- 
servatory. Also approved were proposed quarters 
for members of the Chairman’s staff, who must 
be readily available. 


It is regrettable that action to provide such a 
residence was not taken at the time that Con- 
gress voted to create the office of JCS Chairman. 
Both General of the Army Bradley and Admiral 
Radford hesitated to ask such a project. Now, 
however, the President and Defense Secretary 
Wilson have felt the need to recommend the con- 
struction, which probably would not be completed 
until next year, considering the special security 
precautions which must be taken, It is to be hoped 
that the construction will be rushed as much as 
possible.

SPOKESMAN OF THE SERVICES 


Restrictions on Retired. The action of a sub- 
committee of the House Veterans’ Affairs Com- 
mittee in urging that the present limitation on 
the income of Service retired officers employed 
in civilian capacities by the Government be liber- 
alized for those retired for physical disability is 
a most commendable action, but it doesn’t go 
far enough. It should be applied to all Service 
retired personnel. 

Under present laws governing so-called “dual 
compensation,” a retired officer cannot accept a 
government job unless the total of his retired 
pay and civil pay is less than $3,000 a year. His 
only way to do so is to forfeit his retired pay. 
The only exception is for officers retired for dis- 
ability resulting from combat. The law does not 
apply to retired enlisted men who are privileged 
to accept a government job without jeopardizing 
their retired pay. 

The Subcommittee’s proposal is to raise this 
dual compensation limitation to $10,000 a year 
for officers retired for disability from any reason. 

We believe this higher limitation should be 
extended to all those retired for any reason. 
Certainly, $10,000 is not an exorbitant income 
for one who has given the prime of his life to the 
defense of his nation and who is now willing to 
contribute his talent and experience to carrying 
on the civil functions of government. Such a move 
would, in fact, react substantially to the benefit 
of the government by providing it with skilled 
administrators at wages less than those paid in 
business and industry.

Keep Experienced Reserves 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


Reference is made to Letter to the 
Editor, under the subject of a 
“Breach of Contract,” in Readers 
Views Section, of 7 May issue, 
signed by Capt. RA. 

The contents of above referenced 
letter indicates a purely personal, 
selfish interest and indicates a very 
drastic need of integration into the 
Regular Army of more mature offi- 
cers, who see the big picture and 
think in terms of what is best for 
the service, our country, and them- 
selves last. I believe that the Army 
should review its reserve officer rolls 
and select all those officers who have 
been on active duty as officers for 
10 or more years with satisfactory 
efficiency indexes, who have at least 
10 more years before they reach 
mandatory retirement age to be 


invited promptly to accept integra- 


tion into the Regular Army list. This 
will avoid loss to the Army and the 
nation of many fine officers who will 
otherwise retire between the ages of 
45 and fifty, with 20 years of ex- 
perience and in most cases 12 or 
more years of commissioned service. 
Such valuable experience should not 
be put on the retired shelves. For 
a small difference in pay our nation 
can retain their full experienced 
services. This will somewhat off-set 
a serious lack of experience in our 
regular list officers in particular in 
the grades of Lt. Colonel and below.

A Logistics Force 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I have been reading your accounts 
of the Hoover Commission Reports 
with keen interest. So far it has pro- 
posed a central agency to buy, store 


and supply food for all Services; 
another for clothing; and a Director 
of Transportation. For consistency, 
it must also recommend central 
agencies for other common supplies 
such as medical, communications, 
construction, transportation, photo- 
graphic, individual arms and am- 
munition, and many others. 


If it stops there, the resulting or- 
ganization will be even more cum- 
bersome than that which is now 
working so inefficiently as the Com- 
mission charges. To me there is but 
one logical conclusion—the consoli- 
dation of all logistics functions in a 
single force, a Logistics Force with 
the mission of providing complete 
logistical support for all combat 
forces.

—in the 18 April 53 issue.

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Quartermaster Corps Coordinates All Service Action On Textiles, Packaging, Food 


ROGRESS and preparedness are the 
watchwords of the Army Quarter- 
master Corps, which observed the 180th 
anniversary of its founding on 16 June. 
Maj. Gen. K. L. Hastings, The Quar- 
termaster General, points out that the 
past year has seen definite progress by 
his organization in preparing to meet 
the challenges of the atomic age by 
intensive research, improving methods 
and procedures, effecting economies, 
and enhancing efficiency in all opera 
tions. 

Established by the Continental Con- 
gress on 16 June 1775, the Quarter- 
master Corps, which has become the 
traditional supply service of the Army, 
is older than the Republic by more than 
a year. 

In a message to Quartermaster per- 
sonnel, General Hastings emphasized 
that this year “finds our great organi- 
zation ready and able to discharge its 
manifold responsibilities in peace or 
war, to assist with its supplies and 
services in times of disaster, and to con- 
tribute to the civilian economy and the 
public welfare.” 

Among the accomplishments of the 
Corps during the past year was the 
activation of the new Quartermaster 
Research and Development Center at 
Natick, Mass. This center, consisting of 
modern laboratories and accessory fa- 
cilities with the latest types of equip- 
ment, represents a consolidation of all 
research and development activities of 
the Quartermaster Corps with the ex- 
ception of that devoted te foods and 
containers, which continues at Chicago, 
Tllinois. 


U.S., Greece And 


Izmir, Turkey 
HEN a lot of us were younger than 
we are today, this was Smyrna 
instead of Izmir, and only a few of us 
knew that, besides producing many 
tigs, Smyrna was a historic region even 
before Alexan- 
der built the 
fort which is 
still visible on 
the hilltop in 
much its origi- 
nal form, al- 
though Ro- 
mans and 
Byzantines and 
Turks and Cru- 
saders have all 
had a whack at 
it. Latterly the 
hardier variety 
of tourists 
‘those who can 
get along with- 
out de luxe ho- 
tels) have been moving in and out of 
here on their way to Greek Pergamos 
or Biblical Ephesus or once-Hittite 
Ankara (that’s our old Angora, by the 
way) and getting solid intellectual 
awards for their boldness. 

To the military minded, however, the 
two points of special interest here just 
now are (1) the waterfront headquar- 
ters of Allied Land Forces Southeast- 
ern Europe, (ALFSEE), Lt. Gen. Paul 
W. Kendall, USA, commanding, imme- 
diately responsive to Admiral Fechte- 
ler’s Southern Europe headquarters at 
Naples, and (2) up at Kizilcullu, in the 
hills back of town, the headquarters of 
the Sixth Tactical Air Force, Maj. Gen. 
Robert E. L. Eaton, USAF, command- 
ing, immediately responsive to Maj. 
Gen. Patrick W. Timberlake, USAF, 
also at Naples. 

EACH IS A REALLY SUPERB DEM- 
ONSTRATION of one notable aspect of 
NATO--the dedication of each sector, 
not to the private interests of the na- 
tion composing that sector, but to the 
fully integrated interests of NATO as a 
whole. For this, the person chiefly re- 
sponsible at the outset was General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower who, taking over 
at SHAPE four years ago, set up that 
headquarters as 2 strictly allied enter-

NEW PRODUCTS of the central lab- 
oratory include special uniforms for 
firemen and for handlers of guided mis- 
siles; an improved and simplified last 
for military footwear; and three greatly 
improved general-purpose tents in 
small, medium, and large sizes which 
will supplant 10 tentage types now in 
use. Research is continuously looking to 
the improvement of virtually all mili- 
tary items concerned with textiles, uni- 
forms, footwear, load-carrying systems, 
protective clothing, equipage, and scores 
of other items used by the soldier. 

THE QUARTERMASTER FOOD 
AND CONTAINER INSTITUTE for 
the Armed Forces at Chicago has de- 
veloped new food, packaging, and pack- 
ing items. Many of these have been in- 
corporated in the operational rations, 
improving their nutritional quality, 
stability in extended storage, and 
palatability. For the first time in his- 
tory, a new B Ration was standardized 
among all the military services. This is 
a packaged ration supplied to troops in 
situations where kitchens are available 
but the lack of refrigeration facilities 
makes it impossible to handle fresh 
foods. 

During the past year the Food and 
Container Institute assumed monitor- 
ship of a research project which may 
have a profound effect upon the entire 
field of food preservation. This con- 
cerns the radiological sterilization of 
foods. With the cooperation of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and the 
other military services, the Quarter- 
master Corps, through the Food and 
Container Institute, is conducting a five- 
year program seeking to solve the prob- 


prise with no single nation or national 
acquiring overriding interests at any 
point on any issue; that same strict rule 
has applied ever since, in the several 
commands and subcommands. 

That it applies here is perhaps worthy 
of special attention, when one bears in 
mind how long and how violent and 
how recent were the hostilities between 
Greek and Turk; on this very water- 
front is the spot where Ataturk thrust 
the Greeks literally into the sea a mere 
generation ago, with appalling casual- 
ties; in Thrace and Macedonia (these 
land force headquarters operate at 
Saloniki an advance headquarters ca- 
pable of large and swift expansion) are 
scenes of other bloodcurdling events 
without number. 


You would never know it here, Gen- 
eral Kendall’s assistant commanders 
are Maj. Gen. Orpheus Antzou of the 
Hellenic Army and Maj. Gen. Ekrem 
Atalin of the Turkish Army. They are 
most emphatically NATO officers. The 
command operation as a whole (with 
Brig. Gen. Edward H. McDaniel as chief 
of staff) employs a staff which is 30 per 
cent Greek, 30 per cent Turkish, 37 per 
cent American, with the remaining 3 
per cent divided among Italian, French, 
and British officers whose duties are 
largely liaison. 


In much the same way, General 
Eaton’s chief of staff is the Turkish 
Maj. Gen. Ham- 
dullah Goker 
and the deputy 
for plans and 
operations is 
the Greek Brig. 
Gen. Constan- 
tinos Gerana- 
poulos, the 
staff divided in 
much the same 
way as to na- 
tionalities. The 
tactical ele- 
ments of the 
Sixth are 
three, with 
Turkey’s First 
Air Force in 
the east, the Third in the West and 
Greece’s 28th Air Force at Larissa, in 
Greece.

lems associated with sterilization of 
foods by radiation. If successful, the 
program would eliminate or reduce the 
need for refrigeration, simplify storage 
and shipment, and reduce costs of pack- 
aging, handling, and preparing foods, 
not only for the military, but for civil- 
ians as well. Definite progress and en- 
couraging results have been reported to 
date. The program implements the an- 
nounced intention of President Eisen- 
hower to utilize atomic energy for the 
benefit of mankind. 


As the result of experience in World 
War II and Korea, and because in- 
creased requirements for petroleum 
products necessitated better overall 
control than had existed theretofore, 
responsibility for distribution of petro- 
leum products in the Army was inte- 
grated into the Quartermaster supply 
system during the past year. Under this 
program, The Quartermaster General, 
with general direction by the Deputy 
for Logistics, is responsible for Army- 
wide planning, policy, and coordination 
of petroleum matters. 


The Quartermaster Corps is 
charged with responsibility for co- 
ordinating action among all the 
Armed Services in standardizing 
items of common use in the fields of 
textiles, apparel, and related items, 
and packaging; and also subsistence. 
This program involves agreements 
among the Services on supply items 
which are to be retained for future 
procurement and those that are to be 
dropped. 


At the outset of the program, there 
were 40,700 cataloged line items in tex- 


A WORD SHOULD BE SAID of the 
firmness with which the American com- 
manders have scrupulously regarded 
their jobs as NATO jobs, and made 
sure that their subordinates do the 
same. General Kendall long ago made 
it clear that his headquarters is con- 
cerned wholly with planning and train- 
ing for the mission assigned it by higher 
authority in NATO, and that if national 
politics require discussion it can be pro- 
vided by the politicians in the respec- 
tive capitals—there will be none of it 
in ALFSEE. There is none either, and 
the representatives of six nations get 
along famously. So do their wives, for 
it is well understood that even at 
purely social events all the seven na- 
tions are represented in due proportion. 

Not much will be said in this letter 
about military numbers and deploy- 
ments. The Turks in particular have 
strong ideas about what is a military 
secret (they would surprise some of the 
Secretaries, Deputy and Assistant Sec- 
retaries and Executive Assistants at the 
Pentagon) and the Americans with ex- 
cellent tact say no more than the Turks, 
to the point where the locations even 
of the three big NATO airfields and the 
most important Turkish fields and the 
naval bases, long ago identified by the 
American press, are still solemnly re- 
garded hereabouts as_ secret. (The 
reader’s attention is invited, as a sub- 
stitute, to past volumes of THE JourR- 
NAL!) 

Rather, this letter will deal in certain 
broad conclusions which will in fact af- 
ford more useful guidance to American 
thinking than will the detailed items 
which are of less value to the casual 
reader than those Pentagon officers 
engaged in specific planning of a non- 
public nature, It is important, certainly, 
to bear in mind various undeniable 
facts, favorable and unfavorable. Out- 
standing in the latter category are: 


1. THE MANIFEST VULNERABILI- 
TY of Greece and Turkey, noted in an 
earlier letter from Naples (THE JourR- 
NAL, 11 June ’55). Eastern Greece is a 
mere ribbon, so ruggedly devised by na- 
ture that the Greeks were able to block 
the Nazi advance, to be sure—only to 
have the Nazis rupture the defense at 


tiles, apparel and related items, and 
packaging. Of these, 32,000 were end 
items and 8,700 parts and materials. By 
the close of calendar year 1954, 10,024 
end items had been placed under study 
in the simplification phase of the pro- 
gram. Standardization agreements were 
completed on 141 items, of which 42 
were standardized for future procure- 
ment and 99 identified not for future 
procurement. Preliminary understand- 
ings were reached on 9,142 items. 


One example in the above category 
may be cited. Of 100 tarpaulin items 
reviewed, agreements resulted in the 
identification of 85 as not for future 
procurement and 15 listed as standard 
for future procurement. Agreements 
were reached on 278 cataloged tentage 
items reviewed, including components 
and assemblies. Of these, 192 were 
identified as not for future procurement 
and 86 as standard for future procure- 
ment. Actual number of complete tent 
assemblies included in the program was 
27, of which 9 were eliminated and 18 
retained. 

IN THE FIELD OF SUBSISTENCE, 
there were 1030 items, of which 458 
were placed under study. Standardiza- 
tion agreements were completed on 189 
items, of which 108 were standardized 
for future procurement, 71 identified 
not for future procurement, and 15 local 
purchase items recorded as too insig- 
nificant to warrant standardization ac- 
tion. 

With the contraction of facilities and 
simplification of procedures, the Quar- 
termaster Corps is ready, on short no- 
tice, to expand its organization to meet 
the needs of a sudden emergency.

another point. It would be foolish to 
doubt that another great power would 
have a good chance of effecting another 
rupture, certainly with the aid of new 
style weapons and bolder use of air- 
borne forces. This would drive a wedge 
between Turkey and the rest of Greece, 
a circumstance which obviously has 
been foreseen by the Southeast Europe 
Allied Command in its planning. 

As to Turkey’s northeast frontier, the 
Kars-Erzurum pass through the high 
Caucasus and the less likely channel 
north and west of Lake Van provide two 
approaches, but the sturdy Turks can 
be expected to defend them well. In 
European Turkey the defenses would 
have to be extremely strong west of 
Istanbul, for the ancient capital and the 
enduringly important Dardanelles-Bos- 
porus route remain targets of first im- 
portance. The bulk of Turkey’s north- 
ern frontier is on the Black Sea, once a 
protection, now a new avenue of attack. 


2. TO COPE WITH INVASION, 
Greece and Turkey alike have small 
forces, and even gallantry is not enough 
The forces are not yet modernized, nor 
can one expect them to be made so 
instantly, for even if wholly modern 
equipment were at hand, the proper use 
of it would require long instruction— 
particularly long in the case of nations 
which are backward jin technology and 
education and must overcome those 
handicaps by an excessivély long time 
in training. 

3 SHOULD TURKEY’S (AND 
GREECE’S) GROUND FORCES be 
fully modernized (and that state is not 
at hand) it is doubtful that either could 
produce the large trained air force 
which would be required for tactical 
support of such large ground forces. 
Inevitably there must be dependence on 
western aid. 


4. THE COST OF COMPLETE DE- 
FENSE of such a big area, against such 
a major threat as Russia and its satel- 
lites provide, is frankly disproportion- 
ate to the economic resources of these 
two countries. This is another way of 
saying that both countries will require 
our financial and material aid for a 
long, long time.

At the time that the 
White House Press Secretary was denying that a 
resignation had been submitted either in writing 
or orally, society reporters in the Capital were 
quoting Mrs. Stevens to the effect that her husband 
would be leaving the Pentagon on 31 July. 








ARMY WATCHING will save the Marine Corps $500,- 
000. Commandant Shepherd, USMC, says the Corps 
has canceled procurement for service test models 
of several Army-developed items and in the future 
will “observe and participate more actively in 
Army tests to determine Marine Corps acceptance.” 


CLASS REUNION EVENTS were a triple pleasure for 
Maj. Gen. Phillips W. Smith, USAF, this June-time. 
He was at USMA for the 25th reunion of the Class 

of '303; at M.I.T. for the 20th meeting of the class 
of '35; and at the Harvard Business School for the 
reunion of the class of ‘40. 
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USE OF COMMERCIAL STORAGE facilities for household 
goods of military personnel sent overseas not only 
would mean dollar savings, but would result in 
considerable manpower economies. Pentagon officials 
note that current rules often require movement of 
specially crated furniture over long distances to 
reach Government facilities—as for example, from 
Ft. Bragg, N. C., to Memphis, Tenn. 








DEFENSE DEPT. TURNOVER problems largely have been 
pointed up during the past several years in heavy 
losses of uniformed personnel. The situation is 
just as bad—perhaps worse—among top civilians. 
Since the Eisenhower Administration took over in 
January 1953, 7 of the 12 top positions in the 
Office of SecDef Wilson have had more than 1 
incumbent; among the assistants to the 9 Asst. 
SecDefs, there’s been a 72% turnover rate. SEC'Y 
WILSON HAS SAID repeatedly that it’s been difficult 
to recruit industrial and scientific leaders for 
Pentagon service. Some military men say that DoD 
should promote a program to train civilians for 
possible emergency assignments at the Pentagon; in 
the process, motivation for taking key Defense 
assignments could be stimulated. 














THE SCUTTLING PERIL which faced the Air Force's 
"navy" in the Nation’s Capvital—the launch which runs 
from Bolling AFB to the Pentagon—has been averted. 
Congressmen had questioned its necessity. The 
solons also wanted to know about revorts that 
breakfast was served on board. Legislators were 
told that shore-to-shore operation is an “essential 
requirement” and a "vital part of the AF emergency 
plan.” The report that breakfast was served is all * 
wet. The AF said it "has no basis in fact.” 





STIFF COMPETITION for Service recruits is certain 
in the next 12 months. The Air Force needs 170,000 
new airmen; Navy requirements call for 158,000 
sailor replacements; the Marines require 33,000 
recruits—in addition to which the Army will be 
striving to gain as many volunteers as possible. 
WITH DRAFT CALLS DOWN and employment up, the re- 
cruiters are going to have a tough job. The Air 
Force already has revealed that it will not be able 
to attain the manpower goals in President Hisen- 
hower's budget. 








COAST GUARD OFFICIALS must have been flabbergasted 
by the Senate action in tacking onto the National 
Housing Act, just passed, a proviso authorizing 
10,000 family housing units for that Service. The 
Coast Guard has a total of about 12,000 officers 
and men with dependents. Though the Coast Guard, 
like the other Services, is confronted with a 
SERIOUS HOUSING SHORTAGE, the 10,000 units author- 
ized by Congress obviously would exceed reasonable 
needs. Coast Guardsmen are GREATLY PLEASED, how- 
ever, that their housing requirements are being 
recognized at last—whatever the likelihood that 
the 10,000 units will be cut drastically when 
appropriations are made against the authorization. 











CHANCES ARE SLIGHT for any Congressional action 
this year on the plan to authorize thousands of 
additional Regular appointments in the Services. 
The Pentagon has yet to come up with a solid 
legislative proposal. Meantime, temporary NAVY 
AUTHORITY to appoint Reservists to Regular status 
expires on 30 June; an extension has been asked 
and is pending at the Capitol. Latest statistics 
show that about 57% of Navy officers now are 
Regulars. This is roughly THREE TIMES the Air 
Force percentage; more than twice the Army ratio. 
SecDef Wilson has said he thinks all the Services 
should have at least 50% Regular officers.

Navy’s New Shipboard 
Fighter Flight Tested 


The Navy’s newest jet fighter plane, 
the XF8U-1, designed to operate from air- 
craft carriers at supersonic speeds, has 
been announced by the Navy and Chance 
Vought Aircraft following a series of suc- 
cessful test flights. 

The new plane is as yet unnamed. It 
is designed to improve the Navy’s capa- 
bilities for control of the air in areas of 
sea operations. Specifications for the 
XFS8U-1 call for a high rate of climb, 
exceptional combat ceiling, and penetra- 
tion of the speed of sound in level flight. 

The slender, swept-wing fighter com- 
bines a powerful engine in a trim, light- 
weight airframe to achieve the greatest 
possible speed consistent with shipboard 
operating requirements. 

The engine is Pratt & Whitney's after- 
burner-equipped J-57-P-4 turbojet. 

The general plan of the XF8U-1 marks 
a substantial departure from previous 
Chance Vought fighters. The thin swept 
wings are mounted high on the fuselage 
and are set well back of the cockpit. 
The horizontal tail is joined low on the 
fuselage. 

A short, pointed nose, fairing smoothly 
into a small cockpit canopy. helps reduce 
drag and aids over-the-nose visibility, es- 
sential to safe carrier landings. 


New Jet Engine Policy 
May Go in Next Month 


The new directive for the policy gov- 
erning the development and application 
of aircraft turbine engines is expected to 
go into effect before 1 July. 

It was disclosed that this new policy 
statement for the standardization of jet 
engines was approved unanimously by 
the members of the special six-man com- 
mittee appointed by Secretary Wilson to 
draft the directive. 

The 4,200 word document in laying 
down rules for long range development 
of jet engines gives emphasis to frequent 
and early evaluation of each project and 
states that all “contract work should be 
handled in a competitive environment.” 

Under “Funding,” new rules are made 
for the use of research and development 
and procurement funds for all engine 
projects. 

Under “Explanation of Directive,” the 
following practices for each Service are 
outlined: 

“A. The Secretaries of the Navy and 
Air Force shall take the necessary steps 


| within their respective departments to

The XFS8U-1 has been undergoing test 
flights at Edwards Air Force Base, Calif., 
with John Konrad, Chance Vought’s chief 
pilot, at the controls. 

Chance Vought was given a develop- 
ment contract on the XF8U-1 after win- 
ning a design competition in which eight 
airframe manufacturers participated. 


AF Awards Fairchild 
Contract For 73 C-123B’s 


The Air Force has awarded Fairchild 
Aircraft Division with a contract for the 
production of 73 more C-123B assault 
transports. 

This brings to a total of 240 the num- 
ber of C-123’s slated for production by 
Fairchild. The company received its first 
prime contract for the 'C-123 in 1953, and 
began delivering the new assault trans- 
ports late last Summer. 

Meanwhile, the Air Force will accept 
its first fully operational C-123 27 June 
in Hagerstown, Md. The plane will be de- 
livered to the Tactical Air Command’s 
18th Air Force, and will be assigned to 
the 463d Troop Carrier Wing’s newly- 
activated 309th Troop Carrier Group 
(Assault Fixed Wing) at Ardmore AFB, 
Okla. 

A number of C-123’s already have been 
assigned to various Air Force flight test 
centers.

of Department of Defense Instruction 
5100.6.”

Armed Forces Face Big Spending Year

for all of the Services is detailed by, Mr. 
McNeil as follows: 


AIRCRAFT — A total of $6.1 billion 
(now boosted to $6.3 billion by the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee) is slated 
for the procurement of aircraft. The ini- 
tia! $6.1 billion request was to cover pro- 
curement of approximately 4,400 aircraft 
in the Army, Navy and Air Force. This 
compares with $4.4 billion made available 
in fiscal '55 and $4.5 billion provided in 
fiscal ’54. 


SHIPS & HARBOR CRAFT — New 
obligational authority for ships and har- 
bor craft amounts to $1.3 billion, or $167 
million more than in fiscal 55. Expendi- 
tures for ships are expected to total ap- 
proximately $1 billion in fiscal ’56 or a 
little more than the fiscal ’55 level. The 
increase in obligational authority and ex- 
penditures is in line with the program 
for a higher level of shipbuilding in order 
to cope with the problem of “block ob- 
solescence” of the fleet, a major portion 
of which was built during WWII. 


COMBAT VEHICLES — Production of 
tanks and other combat vehicles at the 
present time is at “sustaining rate” lev- 
els, with the output going largely to build 
up mobilization reserves, Expenditures 
during fiscal ’56 are estimated at approxi- 
mately $500 million, the same as during 
the current fiscal year. Only relatively 
small amounts of new obligational au- 
thority were requested in the new budget 
for combat vehicles since current produc- 
tion can be sustained with funds already 
available. 

SUPPORT VEHICLES, ARTILLERY 
& WEAPONS—The requirements of the 
active force for these categories of major 
materiel have been met, by and large, 
with funds made available to date. Esti- 
mated expenditures for fiscal 56 are at 
the same general level as during fiscal 
"55. 

AMMUNITION—Ammunition expendi- 
tures during fiscal ’56 are estimated at 
approximately $1 billion—a little lower 
than the current year’s level. In view of 
the substantial stocks that have been ac- 
cumulated since the end of actual com- 
bat in Korea, production rates for most 
rounds of ammunition have been ad- 
justed to levels that will keep active pro- 
duction lines in being for a longer period 
than would otherwise be possible, Mr. 
McNeil says. $433 million in new obliga- 
tionai authority in fiscal ’56 is planned 
for the Navy and Air Force, compared 
with $462 million this fiscal year.

ELECTRONICS AND COMMUNICA- 
TIONS—tThe fiscal 56 budget requested 
$370 million for electronics and communi- 
cations compared with $414 million in 
fiscal '55. Expenditures, however, are ex- 
pected to total in the neighborhood of 
$600 million during fiscal ’56 compared 
with about $800 million in the current 
fiscal year. This category does not in- 
clude expenditures for electronic equip- 
ment installed as integral components 
in aircraft, ships, guided missiles and 
other military equipment. 


PRODUCTION EQUIPMENT & FA- 
CILITIES — In general, the build-up of 
military production equipment and facili- 
ties has been rather completely financed 
in prior fiscal years. During the five fiscal

Executive Order and Bill 
Affect USMC Generals 


President Eisenhower has issued an 
Executive Order eliminating the require- 
ment that Marine Corps brigadier gen- 
erals must serve three years in grade 
before they become eligible for advance- 
ment to temporary two-star rank. 

At the same time, the Pentagon has 
drafted legislation asking that the num- 
ber of Marine Corps officers permitted to 
serve in three-star rank in time of peace 
be raised from two to five—the present 
three-star strength. 

In announcing the President’s new Or- 
der, the White House said that the repeal 
of the three-year service-grade require- 
ment for brigadier generals permits a 
more orderly and equitable filling of 
veancies to higher grade. The Order will 
remain in effect until the end of the 
fiscal year following the termination of 
the National Emergency declared on 16 
Dec. 1950. 

The draft of proposed legislation pre- 
pared by the Defense Department, asking 
for an increase in the number of lieu- 
tenant generals for peacetime service, 
points out that if the National Emer- 
gency were immediately ended the Ma- 
rine Corps would be reduced to an allow- 
ance of only two three-star officers. It 
would not be possible, DoD says, to pro- 
vide rank commensurate with the impor- 
tance and responsibility of some of the 
Corps’ major military and administrative 
commands.

Now there is a good deal to be said 
on the other side, notably: 


1. Here are two nations firmly allied 
to the West and particularly to the 
United States, which are not lagging, 
but which really want to fight. 


2. Both have had experience with the 
potential foe. Greece only lately suc- 
ceeded, with the conspicuous assistance 
of General James A. Van Fleet and his 
mission, in tossing the Communists out. 
(An American visitor is greatly moved 
by the evidence that Greece remembers 
Van Fleet with gratitude and devotion.) 
Turkey has fought over a dozen wars 
against Russia in the past three cen- 
turies, and prides itself on never hav- 
ing been allied with Russia (wherein 
Turkey leads the world, including us). 


3. These tough and determined allies 
of ours bestride the Dardaneles and its 
approaches, and the one thing that 
should be perfectly clear is that so far 
as NATO is concerned, the Dardanelles 
are vital. Our aid is needed by Greece 
and Turkey, but let us remember that 
Greece and Turkey right now are very 
much needed by us. 


4, The alliance, as remarked, will 
cost us money for a long time to 
come. That may sadden the tax- 
payer, but he should find comfort 
in this other realization — that 
NATO members today are in con- 
trol of the straits and their ap- 
proaches, and that they happen to 
be just about the most reliable and 
eager allies we have anywhere. The 
point is that, if this exact situation 
did not exist, we would gladly 
spend billions of dollars to bring it 
about. 


There are a great many things which 
can be said about these furthest flung 
of our defense frontiers. That last ob- 
servation is the most important of all.
